actual results of their eight-year-oldpledges to reduce the cost of living."They may choose to dilate upontheir fresh promises to stop profiteer¬
ing in face of the fact that all prof¬iteering sprang into being and contin¬
ues to flourish under their own aus¬
pices.

Refer» to "War" Slogans
"They may like to contrast the types

and characters of justices of the Su¬
preme Court to be appointed bv the
one or the other of the two nominees."They may again rest their case upontheir slogans of four years ago: 'Hekept us out of war,' 'Peace, Prepared¬ness and Prosperity' and 'War in Eu¬
rope, Peace in America, Thank Godfor Wilson'!
"They may seek popularity in sub¬

stituting for 'First in war, first in
peace, first in the hearts of his coun¬
trymen' an appellation far more apt asof the moment: 'Last in war, last in
peace, gone from the hearts of his
countrymen.'

"It is for their new leader, now zig¬zagging back and forth from the sin¬
ister blight ot the soloist of the Demo¬
cratic party to the furtive presence of
its quartet of bosses, to make his se¬
lection.

"It matters not to us. Our sole re¬
quirement is that there shall be no re¬
striction. This referendum is going to
be more than solemn. It is going to be
great, the most comprehensive everknown. Before ended it will have com¬
prised every phase of maladministra¬
tion and every fleck of Wilsonitis that
have brought untold miseries upon a
people who have every right to be pros¬
perous and contented.

"Impotence and Ill-Repute"
"The Democratic candidate appeals

to both the Wilson and the anti-Wilson
factions of his party. To the former
he holds forth the President's platform.
To the latter he exhibits himself as an
advocate of complete change in admin¬
istration. Idealism for the sentimen¬
talists, patronage for the machinists.
that is his motto, and he offers to the
country for foreign use the Wilson
covenant and for domestic service
Tammany Hall.truly a marvelous
combination of impotence and ill-
repute.
"Upon the highest authority we are

informed that no man can serve two
masters, but what of one master and
four hosses? Obviously with his recog¬
nized dexterity the Democratic candi¬
date hopes to be able to hold to both,
though seemingly despised by the one,
yet loved by the others. What, pray,
can be deduced from the mental pro¬
cesses of one who solemnly defines the
Monroe Doctrine as 'the very essence
of Article X,' precisely as, with like
accuracy, one might define vaccine as
the very essence of smallpox?
"But I have no wish to follow the

tortuous road to Trailsend at least
not yet. Thus far but one of the joint
asseverations of the Democratic candi¬
dates bears directly upon my depart¬
ment. Speaking in Chicago on August

ill, Secretary Roosevelt charged that
the Republican campaign fund would
exceed $30.000.000, and added that
'such a sum could not be honestly
expended.' Three days later in Wheel¬
ing, W. Va., according to The New
York Times'» report, Governor Cox
'caused a sensation and brought en¬
thusiastic response when he charged
that certain interests were banded to¬
gether to buy the Presidency, and that
millions had" been contributed to the
campaign fund of the Republican party
with sinister intent.*

Charges Without Evidence
"'They want to be the sponsors of

American government.' said Governor
Cox. 'I assure you tha' they will not
and that the government will be spon¬
sor of their activities. Their check¬
books are ready and open, and hun¬
dreds of thousands--yea, millions.have
jrone into the Republican treasury to
buy an underhold on thp government.'

Fact vs. Fancy
''.Mr. Roosevelt gave as the authority

for his accusation 'an item' he had
"read in a newspaper.' Mr. Cox sub¬
mitted no evidence whatever. Both
these men knew that the Republican
National Committee had adopted a plan,
which I announced more than a year
ago, for financing our campaign by a
method of decentralized giving, secur¬

ing small contributions from a great
many, with a limit of one thousand
dollars as a maximum for any contri¬
bution; that Mr. Harding had publicly
approved the plan, and that the com¬

mittee had readopted it after he was
nominated.
"Knowing all this, Mr. Roosevelt as¬

serted that our campaign fund would
«each the colossal sum of $30,000,000
and Mr. Cox declared, apparently of his
own knowledge, that millions have al¬
ready 'gone into the Republican treas¬
ury,' from 'certain interests banik-d to¬
gether to buy the Presidency.' They
thus deliberately accused Mr. Harding,
vour National Committee and myself of
being engaged in a conspiracy to betray
our country.

Denounced as Falsehood
"That. I submit, is a serious charge,

if it could be substantiated no punish¬
ment of those found guilty could be too
severe. It cannot be, of course, for the
quite simple reason that it is not true.
Do you think Mr. Cox believed it was

true? Do you think Mr. Roosevelt be¬
lieved it was true? I do not. And yet
they had the audaeitv to utter this out¬
rageous falsehood, denying the truth¬
fulness and reflecting upon the honor
of fellow citizens, for one of whom at
least they have professed the fullest
respect.
"Their purpose is plain. They can

hardly hope to deceive the thoughtful,
but they do mean to impose upon the
credulous.
"By reason of the enlarged electo¬

rate and the greatly increased cost of
all things we figure that there will be
required a total of about $3,000,000, an

average of about 10 cent:; per voter
Part of this has been received in small
contributions from individuals, 50 pet
cent of whom have never before sub¬
scribed to party funds. The larger
part of the total amount we hope and
have reason to believe we shall b-? able
to raise under the plan of limited sub¬
scriptions«», which thus far has proved
successful. If this attempt should fail
to produce the requisite sums we shali
so state publicly, increase th«e maxi¬
mum and seek additional contribu¬
tions. But should it succeed, as I be¬
lieve it will, the achievement, if I raa^
quc*g a prominent Democratic editor

would 'far transcend in ultimate bene¬
fit to the country the election of a
dozen Presidents.'
"But I give fair warning now that

neither the Republican candidates nor
the Republican management will take
false aspersions lying down. If at the
instance of our adversaries this cam¬
paign Jihall finally resolve into a ques¬tion'of personal characters we know
of no reason, aside from' natural dis-
taste, why we should not meet that
issue as readily as any other.
"With Warren G. Harding and Calvin

Coolidgo as our candidates, all we ask
j is a fair contest; and that we proposeto have."

La Guardia Sayw Orlando
Will Not Visit U. S. Now

Wilson Administration Charged
With Bad Faith in Extend¬

ing Invitation
Major F. H. La Guardia, President

;of the Board of Aldermen, said yester-jday that the time was not prouitious,;just prior to a national electiixn, for
Vittorio Orlando, former Ppemier of
Italy, to visit this country, 'the Alder-
manic President issued a statement
(charging the Wilson Administration
¡with bad faith in extending an invita¬tion to the Italian statesman to come
to this country now.

"Signor Orlando is too much of a
'statesman and a gentleman to fall for
anything like this," said Major La
Guardia. "The day of the hyphenated
vote is passed. Citizens of Italian ex¬
traction are as good Americans as
there exist, and they will vote as
¡Americans and repudiate the policies¡of Woodrow Wilson. This is not the
¡time for Mr. Orlando or anybody else
^to come to this countrv and get mixexl
up in local internal affairs. The citi-Izens of Italian descent will not tolerate
Janything of the kind, and any attemptto influence their vote by the presenceof any distinguished persons fromother countries will surely have no efrfeet on real American citizens.

"Italy needed Wilson's friendshipseveral months ago, and he had every¡opportunity to show his real friend¬ship toward that great country. It is
|too late now, however, but perhaps,¡after election, if Signor Orlando willbring Major d'Annunzio with him, wewill give them a rousing reception."

Í Lawrence Stands bv
Abeles and Fusion
Effort Is Renewed

Bronx Republican Chairman
Tells Security League the
Democrats Have No Cause
to Repudiate Senator

The National Security League re¬
newed its efforts yesterday for fusion
against Assemblymen Orr and Dewitt
in the Bronx, acting on receipt of a
letter from Richard W. Lawrence, chair-
man of the Republican Counjy Commit-
tee of the Bronx, in which he said he
saw no reason for repudiating Senator
Abeles, who has been renominated bythe Republicans, merely because the
Bronx Democratic organization de¬
manded his elimination.

Orr and Dewitt were expelled last
March at the instigation of SpeakerSweet and others. In his reply to a
letter from Charles D. Orth, head of the
league, urging fusion against the So¬
cialists, Chairman Lawrence wrote:

"In reply to your interesting letter
of the ltfth 1 enclose clipping taken
from The Tribune to-day that accuratelypresents the facts concerning the pres¬
ent status of negotiations with respect
to a fusion of the Democrats and Re¬
publicans in the 22d Senatorial District.
The Democrats have introduced issues
not germane to the primary purpose of
the fusion which, as 1 understand the
situation, was to insure the defeat of
the un-American element and the So-
cialist candidates for Assembly in the
3d, 4th and 6th districts, Bronx County,and the candidate for the Senate in the
22d District, by combination. There is
no reason why Senator Abeles should be
re-pudiated by his party."
On receipt of Mr. Lawrence's letter

Mr. Orth wrote to Stale Chairman
Glynn, saying among other thingsthat the defeat of the Socialists "¡a
more important than that of any per-sonality," and that it is therefore the
"duty of the political leaders of both
parties to afford the voters that oppor-tunity and to select candidates who
are mutually satisfactory."

Mr. Orth also made public a letter
from State Senator Walters, the
majority leader, who wrote:

"i shall feel very keenly disappoint¬ed if fusion is thwarted on account of
any leader's partisan prejudice or
political ambitions and desires, and I
will go just as far as I can to insure
the defeat of the Socialists."

Anderson Seeks Views of
Candidates on Wet Issue

Dry Leader Asks Congressional
Nominees How They Will

Vote if Elected
William H. Anderson, state superin¬tendent of the Anti-Saloon League, in

a letter to candidates for Congress saysthe decision of the 1'nited States Su¬
preme Court made Congress the key tgthe question of effective enforcement
of the prohibition amendment.

Mr. Anderson is sending to each can¬
didate in the primaries for his party's
nomination for Congress the following
questions :

"If nominated and elected to Con¬
gress will you favor and vote for or
will you oppose and vote against any
amendment of the Volstead national
prohiition act to increase the percent-
ag«! of alcohol permitted^ in liquors for
beverage purposes or designed in anu
other respect to weaken this act or
make its enforcement r.ore difficult?

"If nominated and elected to Con-
gress will you favor and vote for or
will you oppose and vote against any
amendment to the aforesaid Volstead
national enforcement act or any sup-
plernental legislation which may be ap-
proved by the department of the gov-
eminent «charged with responsibility
for the enforcement of the Eighteenth
Amendment as calculated to facilitate
the enforcement of that amendment
and to prevent evasion or violation of
its terms ami spirit?"

Republicans Claim Indiana
Special Dispatch to The Tribune

CHICAGO, Aug. 21. Indiana no
longer can be classed as a doubtful
state, according to Senator Harry
New, chairman of the speakers' bureau
of the Republican National Commit¬
tee, who with James H. Watson repre-
sents the Hoosier State in the Senate.
Senator New and Mr. Watson spoke at

Crooked Lake, Ind., yesterday. "You
can take Indiana off the doubtful list,"
New declared this morning.
"There were throngs of people at the

meeting. Ihey came from towns all
over the northern part of the state.
Five hundred automobile?, filled with
farmers, came from La Grange County.
Several thousand people, most of
whom were from the agricultural dis¬
trict, resnonded with more than the
usual enthusiasm to the discussion of
the issues. There is no longer any
doubt but that the electoral vote of
indiana will be given to Warren G.
Harding."

ification and rendered of no avail thehasty trip to Alabama which the antis
engineered for their members at 3:25
this morning.
Speaker V'alker had changed his votefrom no to ayo for the purpose of en¬

tering a motion of reconsideration.This was entered on the journal.
Under the rules of procedure of theHouse, "When a iiuestion has been madeand carried in the. affirmative or nega¬tive, it shall be in order for nny mem-bei voting with the prevailing side to

move for a reconsideration thereof at
any time the same day or the two
next succeeding days of actual session,and no motion to reconsider a reconsid¬eration shall be in order. The clerkshall transmit to the Senate no bill,resolution, message, report, amendment
or motion nor shall the Committee onEnrolled Bills present any bill to theGovernor of the state for his actionuntil the time for moving a reconsider-ation shall have expired, unless ex-pressly ordered by the House."
As Walker has on the journal a mo-tion to reconsider, and did not bring itj up that day nor the two succeedingdays, any member had the right to do| so to-day. The forty-nine suffrageL immortals were unshaken, and theantis knew- that they would bring upand kill the reconsideration motion.Accordingly, in a last desperate, de-spairing effort to stave off suffragethey sent enough of their men out ofthe state to break a quorum, thifffcingthereby to prevent any action bv theHouse save adjourning from day teday.
But they reckoned without theirhost. The suffrage men were fully asdetermined to save the amendment as

were the antis to thrust further legalobstacle? in its path. When the House
opened this morning a smile of content
went over Speaker Walker's face as he
saw the empty seats. The chaplain,the Rev. A. R. Cawthorne, a Walkerappointee, prayed that "God's richestblessing be invoked upon those who areabsent to-day" amid smiles of delightfrom the nine antis on the job.But as soon as the prayer wasfinished, Riddick arose and moved thatrolleall be dispensed with. It was
oidered, by a vive voct> vote. Then ananti made the point of order of no
quorus. The rollcall showed fifty-nine present, fifty suffrage men andnine antis. The sergeant-at-arms wasordered to arrest the absentees andbring them to the bar of the House.He smile«-, as he knew they were in alittle hotel in Decatur, Ala., and hehad no power over them there. Thenthe House recessed for an hour, despitethe Speaker's protest that it could not
recess, but could only adjourn from1day to day when a quorum was not onhand.
At first the Senate considered recall¬

ing its ratification resolution from theHouse. This would have forceö SpeakerWalker to give its present status, in-
eluding its passage Wednesday, 50 to
46. This plan was abandoned in favor
of one for the House to disregard the
lack of a quorum, call up the reconsid-
eration motion, kill it and force the
clerk to send the resolution to the Sen¬
ate as having passed.

When the House reconvened, Mr. Rid-
«lick aros««. "Mr. Speaker, I rise to a
parliamentary inquiry and point of
««I'll«, r," he began.

"State it." said Walker.
"I make the point of order that rati¬

fication of a Federal amendment is a
power derived from the Federal Con¬
stitution and not that of the state, and
that state requirements as to a quorumhave no effect on our ratification of the
amendment. I therefore move you to
call the motion for reconsideration
from the journal for action."
"The motion is out of order," said

Speaker Walker. Then he gave three
reasons for his ruling, two of them
based on the lack of a quorum and the
third on an injunction which had afew minutes before been served on him
to prevent his signing the resolution
as passed.

Appeal Taken .From Ruling
Riddick immediately appealed from

the ruling of the chair. SpeakerWalker called Representative Od*le, of
Benton County, one of the immortal
forty-nine, to the chair. He did this
so as to be able to make an appealabout the no-quorum. But Odie didn't
budge. He would nut order a rollcall
on tlie quorum. He immediately put a
rollcall on overturning Walker's rulingwhich resulted in 50 ayes and 9 not
voting, the antis refusing to commit,themselves, either way. Then Riddick';
moved reconsideration of the ratifica¬
tion.
"You want to vote 'No'!" he shouted,!and vote "No" the fifty men did with

vim. Riddick then moved that the
clerk of the House be instructed to
transmit as passed the resolution to

; the Senate. This was ordered by a
viva voce vote, and the House ad-
journed to 3 o'clock Monday afternoon.

In the fifty who to-day put the blight
on. the last anti hope were two men
whom the suffragists to-night are call-
ing heroes. C. W. Brooks, of Atwood,
chartered a special train to get to
Nashville this morning to vote. He
I« ft his wife, although th.- physician
there held out little hope of the re-
covery.

T. Á. Dodson, of Kingsport, was eager
to get to the bedside of his baby, as his
wife had telephoned the infant could
not live another day. When there was
no quorum on hand he prepared to de¬
part, bought his ticket and had actually
taken his seat on the train. Btit suf-
frage leaders found him and explained
the plan they had arrived at. He at
once gathered his baggage, got off the
train, came back to the Capitol, and

¡gave the fiftieth vote to the suffragists.
Speaker Walker this morning made

another blunder which will rank with
his blunder of Wednesday in changing
his vote to "Aye" to get a chance to
reconsider. After he had surrendered
the chair to Representative Odie he did
not resume it, and Odie, who had not
been enjoined under the court's action,
signed the resolution.

Court Action on Resolution
The court action which was brought

was an injunction to prevent Speaker
Todd of the Senate or Walker of the
House from signing the resolution, and
temporarily restraining Governor Rob-
erts and Secretary of State Stevens
from issuing any proclamation of rati-!
fixation, and is returnable in the court ;of Judge Newman, who is out of the city
on vacation.
The injunction recites that Tenncs-

see cannot ratify in a special session
and so the passage of the resolution is
invalid.
"This is just a play for effect," de¬

clared Charles T. Cates, Attorney Gen-i
eral of the state.
"The Governor cannot be enjoined

for doing an official act and the Legis- '

lature cannot be enjoined for being a

Legislature. It won't hold ten min-
utes. T.he Governor ought to, pay no
attention to it." "N

DECATUR, Ala.. Aug. 21. -Twenty-
five members of the Tennes^e House,
which was to take final actWn on the
Federal suffrage amendment to-day. ar-
rived here early this morning from
Nashville and announced through a
spokesman that they would remain-
away from Nashville "until the state
has beej) given r.n opportunity to vc»ce
an opinion upon suffrage "

F. S. Hall, of Nashville, who acted
as the spokesman, declared that nine^other members would join the party
here later in the day. Four of the
twenty-five now in Decatur are Repub-
licana and the others Democrats.
"We will stay ir§ Decatur until the!

| filibuster has been a weapon invoked
in the Tennessee Legislature as a last
resort nnd all factions have resortedto it. The first "walkout" was stagedin the Tennessee Senate in 1841, when;¡thirteen Democratic Senators, one of'whom was Andrew Johnson, broke a
quorum to prevent the election of twoWhigs to the United States Senate, theresult being that Tennessee was with-
out representation in the Senate for¡ two years. The thirteen Senators!figuring in the incident are knownin Tennessee political tradition as "the;immortal thirteen."

In 1885, to defeat a registration bill,Republican members of the state Sen-1late barricaded themselves in rooms]in a hotel here. They were fed forthree or four, days by hauling baskets¡of provisions across the street on a]rope trolley.
In 1909, to invalidate new election'laws, Democratic Senators broke a!

quoi urn and quietly departed for Hop-kinsville, Ky., remaining out of the
state for a week.. This fiilibusterfailed of its purpose, under the hold-1ing of the Supreme Court.When the 67th General Assembly]met on January 2, 1911, thirty-seven¡members, "regular" Democrats, refusedto take the oath and tied up the legis-lative wheels until January 7. when an
agreement was reached providing forwithdrawal of all contests over seats.On April 13, 1911, the same session,independent Democrats and Repub¬licans of the House broke a quorum,!¡going to Decatur. Ala., as a result of,the capture of the House by "regular"Dem«)crats and the jeopardizing of the'election laws and the prohibition laws..This "walkout" lasted a month, the!absentees returning to their homes onMay 11 and not being molested. Deliber-ation.s finally were resumed June 23.In 1913 Republicans and independentDemocrats of the House on April 1filibustered, twenty going to Middles-boro, Ky., and half a' dozen others toFlorence, Ala., the cause being to pre-vent a change in the election laws.

¿Women Spent $150,000
On Suffrage Ratification,

Officials of Rational Party
Estimate That $80,000 Went
to W in Thirty-sixth State
WASHINGTON, Aug. 21..The cam¬

paign of the National Woman's party
for ratification of the suffrage amend-]
ment has cost to date $150,000, accord-ing to an announcement to-ni^ht by¡party officers. They estimated that atleast, $80,000 was 'spent to get the!thirty-sixth ratification, some of whichis still to be raised.

Total expenditures from the time theSenate acted favorably on the afnend-
ment in June, last year, until the finalaction in Tennessee last Wednesday,amounted to $149,699, of which $68,519
was used in the drive for the thirty-sixth state. Tho Tennessee campaign
cost, yet to be raised, amounted to at
least $10,000, the announcement said.

Miss Mary E. Burnhafn, of Phila-
delphia, with $14.000, was the largestcontributor to the campaign fund, the
greater part of which was said to have
been raised by $1 subscriptions.Miss Fannie T. Cochran con¬
tributed $6,100; Mrs. Charles BoughtonWood, $5,050, and Mrs. H. O. tlave-
meyer, $4,850. Senator 1'helan, of Cali¬
fornia, was the only member of Con¬
gress listed among a score of "other
large contributors."

Expenditures, it was said, were to
maintain party headquarters in this
city, with its officers, and for sending
organizers throughout the country.

Harding^peech
On U. S. Senate
Assailed by Cox
Says Republican Opponent

Fails to Make Distinction
Between Upper House and
Group Which Controls It
,_

Repeats League Chargée
Speaks of the Unblushing

Continuance of Gatheringof Huge Campaign Fund
ORVILLE, Ohio. Aug. 21..Another

spirited attack on the "Senate
oligarchy" was made here to-day by,Governor Cox in an address replying
to that delivered recently by Senator
Harding, in which Mr. Harding com-:
mended the Senate as a forum of popu¬
lar government.
"The Republican candidate," said

Governor Cox, "has devoted a front!
porch session to the defense of the
United States Senate, and with char-
acteristic reactionary isolation from
the current of public thought he fails I
to distinguish between the United'
States Senate as an institution and the
list of United States Senators who
have taken charge of an important
part of the government.

"It is our contention that a group
of men have formed a domineering, ar-

rogant oligarchy in the Senate and
that they have deliberately interfered-
with the welfare of the world and de¬
layed readjustment in this country,all to the distinct injury and disad¬
vantage of the people."
That the Republican Senate group

was trying to annex the Presidency"
also was asserted by the Governor, who
stopped here to-day en route to Can¬
ton, Ohio.
"The feeling against the Senate,"

Mr. Cox declared, "grows specifically
out of the abuses by the oligarchy.
Prompted by its success in obstructive
tactics it has moved into an entirely-
new undertaking and it seeks now to
annex the Presidency."

Attacks "Greedy Interests"
Continuing his attack upon Repub¬lican campaign contributions Mr. Cox

also charged that "the greedy inter¬
ests which aré making the contribu¬
tions have been in notorious consort
with the Senatorial oligarchy."

In attacking the Senate leaders the
Governor also stressed again the neces¬
sity for the League of Nations, re¬
iterating and expanding former argu¬
ments in its support.
Senator Harding, in his address de¬

fending the Senate, Governor Cox de¬
clared, "stripped his discussions .of
the personal equation and elaborated
on the wisdom of the fathers in creat¬
ing two parts of the legislative branch
of government, the Senate and the
House."
The people, Governor Cox predicted,

would "resent the attempt now being
made to turn the Senate and the Presi¬
dency into a single unit.

"If Presidential responsibility is to
be shared it will be with the council-
1( is of the leaders," said the Governor.
"He owes his nomination to them. His
gratitude is naturally to them.

tinued. "It was never intended that
the Senate should have any control
over the President except to share with
him, by its power of confirmation, re¬

sponsibility for efficient public service.

This, of course, is in addition to it_
authority 4n the ratification of treaties.
"The three branches of government

were intended to be separate and dis¬
tinct. Certainly nothing could be mor«
clearly subversive of that arrangement
than the carefully thought out plan of
having the leaders of the Senate domi¬
nate n political convention and make
the choice oí the party for the Presi¬
dency."
On the way home the Governor mads

a brief address at Mount Vernon. Ohio,
renewing hi.-> charge that Republicans
had raised a fifteen-miilion-dollar cam¬

paign fund, and also discussed the
League of Nations. "It is necessary
for American people to unhorse this
crowd." he said, referring to Senatorial
oligarchy.*
Governor Cox said h'-.-- campaign fund

charge had not been denied. "I chal¬
lenge them to make denial," ho said. "If
their pica is not guilty I will famish
the evidence and you can rend» r th.
verdict."

ment staruls. Registrat'on. which end¬
ed last night, was completed with the
names of 31,809 women, twice as many
as had ever made themselves eligible
to vote for school committeemen. There
were 120,244 men listed, the-greatest
registration on record here.
So great were the crowds last night

that polling booths were kept open
several hours beyond the time set for
closing, hundreds of women awaiting
their turn.
